‘Stronger in Berlin. 


(Editor’s note—In one of the féw inter- 
views to which he ever has consented, 
onel E. M. House, President Wilson's Con- 
fidential investigator, absolves the war presi- 
dent of responsibility for what unfriendly 
critics have termed a ‘premature peace."’ 
Colonel House chose to make public the true 
story of what led up to the armistice on 
its seventh eaniversaty.)

New York, November 10.—Seven 

years after the signing of the armis- 
tice on November 11, 1918, Colonel E. 
M. House, American peace commis- 
sioner and Woodrow Wilson’s confi- 
dential investigator before, during and 
-after the’ war, has replied to the 
charge that the war president prevent-| . 
ed the allied and American armies 
from marching to Berlin by compell- 
ing the negotiation of a “premature 
peace.” 

Sitting in his New York apartment 
today, Colonel Mouse told the true 
story of the events leading up to the 
armistice in an exclusive interview 
with the United News. : 

The allies, not the United States, 
| Were “keenest for peace in the autumn. 
of 1918, Colonel Hoiise sata. 
how Marshal. Foch, in answer. to a’ 
direct question from him, approved of 


“useless sacrifice of. another life.” 

It was Foch, the supreme command- 
er of the allied and American armies, 
who said nothing would be gained by 
marching to Berlin “since the terms 
we demanded of Germany were prac- 
tically the same that we would de- 
mand if we wete in Berlin.” America, 
least of all, needed to stop fighting. 
Europe, Germans, <Austrians and 
allies alike, was war weary, but the 
United States and her soldiers were 
fresh. 

With Germany willing to accept. an 
armistice in «November, 1948, it is 
Colonel House's opinion that the cabi- 
nets in Italy, France and England 
might have fallen if that armistice had 
not been arranged.” And the succeed- 
ing cabinets, he believes, would have 
been compelled the next spring to 
grant Germany & peace more favor- 
able than she obtained at Versailles. 
Colonel House bases this belief on the 
fact that the German army was well 
fed and still able to fight, and ‘that 
by shortening their line, the Germans 
might have held out until spring. The 
German collapse occurred behind the 


lines, among the civilian population, 
he explained, and it was due to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s often expressed war 
aims, which were sent into Germany 
and Austria by the allies as propa- 
ganda. 

Seven years ago Colonel House 


world’s greatest tragedies. Since 1914 
he had been moving between. the 
United States andthe old world as 
personal representative. of President 
Wilson, and the results of months of 
careful diplomatic preparation were 
being realized as the pens traced the 
armistice signatures that day in 1918.

‘This completed the revision of 
rates in preparation for the drafting 
of a tax reduction bill to be presented 
to the house next month, and the 
committee - estimated tonight that it 
had approved. reductions totalling 
$308,372,7098, or slightly more than 
was proposed by the treasury.

As a matter of fact, the Americans 
were much less eager for an immediate 
peace, since the Germans were giving 
away, than the allies,-for the reason 
that we were fresh to the war and 
had not suffered as the allies had. 
‘However, to be certain of the sen- 
timent among the allies regarding the 
armistice, the proces-verbal of the

Turning to the administrative pro- 
visions of the law, the committee dis- 
cussed changes affecting the board of 
tax appeals, agreeing tentatively to 
continue the permanent membership 
of the board at 16, give them life 
terms of office. and increase the sal- 
aries from $7,500 to $9,000.

The Crowded Condition 
Of State Sanitarium 


_Editor Constitution: The crowded 
condition of the state sanitarium at 
Milledgeville and the stern necessity 
for restricting admissions, limiting 
such to those who can be benefitted or 
who are really dangerous, precipitates 
an exceedingly grave situation. The 
board of trustees is not to be criti- 
cised for this, for year after year it 
has faithfully called attention to the 
urgent need for more room, or, better 
still, for the founding of another hos- 
pital located elsewhere in the state. 

How tragically ‘some homes are af- 
fected is indicated in a letter just re- 
ceived by me, from which I quote: 

Will you help me get my father’s sister 
admitted to the sanitarium? She was ad- 
judged insane two months ago and refused 
admittance on the ground of her age, which 
was 75 years, and the long standing of her 
insanity. I admit this is trne and that she 
should have been sent there years ago, but 
that does not help today, nor does it help 
me to care for her. I hare in my home 
besides her a sister who is not very strong 
and an aged father who is under the care 
of a doctor all the time and in bed most 
of the. time. My aunt occasionally develops 
a desire for mischief, and when she does 
nothing but force can control her. © She 
has a mania for carrying a lighted match 
or torch around and often we have to leck 
her in. You can easily understand what a 
commotion this makes in a home where an 
old person is and father's extreme nervous- 
ness and weak heart make the situation 
more than I can.manage. I would not ask 
the state to take care of her if I conld 
do otherwise, but I am not able te put 
her in a hospital.’’ 

To this letter I made reply as fol- 
lows : 

“The state sanitarium is so congested 
with patients that from lack of room we 
have been compelled to close its doors save 
only to recent or acute cases whom there 
was a possibility of benefitting and cases 
dangerous to themselves and others. Even 
these must be received as vacancies occur. 
You will understand, therefore, that the 
failure of the superintendent to receive your 
aunt does not arise from unwillingness. We 


for her if we had room. We have repeat- 
edly reported the condition which exists to 
the state legislature, but up to this time no 
relief has been found. In our judgment, 
the state should found a new hospital else- 
where, in order to provide fer the increas- 
ing number of our insane. We think this 
is preferable to enlarging the sanitarium, 
which is now burdened with more than 4,700 
patients. We now hare about 900 more 
patients than we can care for properly.”’ 

We sincerely hope the day is not, 
far distant when so humane and press- 
ing a need will be supplied. In our 
judgment it comes ahead of highways 
and increased educational facilities, 
important as both these are.

The refusal of the French actresses 
to pay the government’s tax on jewels 
has reopened the whole question of the 
social status of these ladies, who claim 
that pearls and diamonds are no 
luxuries with an actress, but part and 
parcel of her legitimate stock-in-trade. 
The leader of the revolt against M. 
Painleve's government is one Mademoi- 
selle Genevieve Felix, a motion pic- 
ture star, who advances the extraordi- 
nary claim that the members of the 
profession to which she belongs form 
a special, privileged class, to a certain 
extent exempt from the duties of or- 
dinary mortals. No doubt the gallant 
French would fully agree with made- 
moiselle, but they are hard-pressed 
financially. In view of past treat- 
ment the French rm even be expect- 
ed to deal a little more leniently 
with the stage folk, if it were only 
from a sense of justice and a. desire 
to reverse the evils of by-gone days. 
The actors have always been a sepa- 
rate class indeed, but not with any 
special privileges, to be sure.

The history of 
the French stage abounds with in- 
stances of humiliation and insult. 
Adrienne Lecouvreur, Voltaire’s friend, 
was refused admission in church. Mo- 
liere was refused burial in consecrated 
ground. Corneille was called low riff- 
raff by a pamphleteer of his day. The 
idea that whosoever was connected 
with the stage was per ipse facto of 
the lowest moral sede r stuck a long 
time in France and persists even to- 
day in rural communities even more 
so than in rural sections of Puritan 
New England or Calvinist Holland.

I cannot give the lay member an ad- 
equate conception of what the» rest 
cure means in respect to tuberculosis. 
The layman can no more grasp the 
significance of it, without actual or 
practical demonstration of the technic 
by physician or nurse trained’ in the 
technic, than he can understand what 
surgical asepsis means without such 
a course of instruction. I can only 
say that the rest cure is the surest 
cure there is for tuberculosis, and 


follow that assertion with another 


which is quite as scientific and quite 
as true, namely, that pulmonary tuber- 
culosis naturally tends to terminate 
in recovery, unless this natural ten- 
dency is thwarted by maltreatment or 
the patient’s own errors. 

As far back as 1891, the famous Dr. 
William Osler, then putting Baltimore 
on the medical map, contributed evi- 
dence to show that at least one-fourth 
of ‘all persons infected with tubercu- 
losis recovered spontaneously—perhaps 
without ever having known that they 
had the disease, or without any partic- 
ular treatment or cure. 

The tuberculin tests, introduced 
since Osler’s time, have proved that 
a majority of us have latent tubercu- 
losis, that is, some smouldering or in- 
active focus ‘of the disease somewhere 
in the body. The tuberculin tests seem 
to show. that the time of infection 
is childhood, in most instances; at 
least, very young children are gener- | 
ally free from the disease, as indicated 
by the tuberculin tests. 

Not “sunshine, fresh air and good 
food,” but the advice and constant su- 
pervision of a good doctor is the first 
essential for recovery from tubercu- 
losis, and the ‘good doctor kiows the 
value of rest, knows the right dose 
and the right time to give jit.

Some few rules can be given as a 
guide to the girl who isn’t satisfied 
with her profile and wants to im- 
prove it.

A home 
now stands on the reservation, render- 
ing work of the chaplain more effect- 
ive by making him accessible at all 
times. In addition to his duties as 
chaplain, Mr. Sewell was librarian in 
charge of the large collection of books, 

While connected with the conference 
before his appointment to the post 
at the prison, Mr. Sewell served as 
pastor of the following charges: 

Bowden, Chipley, Newnan, Augusta, 
Sparta, Winterville, Lexington, West 
Point, Flovilla, North Rome, Roswell, 
Flowery Branch, Cedartown, Dawson- 
ville, Morganton and Lumpkin. 
was one of the best-known pastors of 
the North Georgia conference, having 
friends in all sections of the confer- 
ence. 

During his service as chaplain, Rev. 
Sewell served under Wardens F. G. 
Zerbst, J. E. Dyche, Albert BE. Sar- 
tain, Mr. White and Mr. Snook. 

Rev. Dr. Sewell is survived by his 
widow; three daughters, Mrs: R. F. 
Carroll, of West Palm Beach, Fila.;
